What with the pro¬ 
posed large division and the mat¬ 
ter of allowing students to teach 
after a six week training, it is 
very important that the Coleman 


board is composed of men that 
will work for the retaining of the 
facilities we now posses. Educa¬ 
tion is too important a matter to 
be taken lightly. 

It is hoped that every eligible 
voter will turn out to the polls 
on March 1 and cast their ballot. 
Much has been said about demo¬ 
cracy during the past few weeks 
of meetings regarding schools.

Dear Sir: 

Your issue of January 27 in¬ 
vites the submission of articles re¬ 
lative to the proposed school divi¬ 
sion for the Crowsnest Pass area. 

May I first express my regret 
at not having reached Coleman 
for the elector’s meeting held 
January 22. Road and weather 
conditions made it impossible to 
proceed from Lethbridge. 

Space will permit only of brief 
observations. First may it be said 
that ■ an in dependen t commission, 
the Coterminous Boundaries Com¬ 
mission, has been at work for al¬ 
most a year studying local govern¬ 
ment arrangements. It submitted 
a report to the government late in 
1953 covering the part of the 
province lying south of the Bow 
River. Its recommendations were 
adopted and implemented as of 
January 1 with the exception of 
the Pass area. 

In the Pass no school division 
existed nor could one readily be 
established under existing legisla¬ 
tion. The Commission, however, 
recommended that such a division 
be established that its overall 
boundaries extend beyond those 
of the existing districts thereby 
taking in more assessment, in to¬ 
tal, and that they be coterminous 
with those of a local improve¬ 
ment district. 

All boards and municipal au¬ 
thorities affected were advised of 
the Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions in December. 

A school division is a union for 
administrative purposes of a group 
of school districts, governed by a 
school board elected on a regional 
basis. It serves two major pur¬ 
poses: 

1. To broaden the basis of taxa¬ 
tion support, i.e. the assessment 
of a larger area is combined to 
provide the total school service 
of the area; and, 


2. To enable some things to be 
done in the way of administra¬ 
tive and educational service 
that would not otherwise be 
possible or practicable. 

With specify reference to the 
Crowsnest Pass in addition to 
there being some gain in total 
assessment, the chief factor in 
this -regard, is that regardless of 
shifts in population, mining 
operations and the ups and downs 
of specific assessments over the 
years, the tax basis of the whole 
will remain consistent. The econ¬ 
omy of the Pass is substantially 
a unit. Men work in one commun¬ 
ity but their children are educat¬ 
ed in another. The proposal will 
merge assessments so that behind 
each child’s education is his full 
and proper share of residential, 
commercial and industrial assess¬ 
ment. 

In the matter of services what 
is done will depend entirely upon 
the decisions of the elected board. 
No external authority will dictate 
policy nor indicate in advance 
what will be done. If the board 
‘Chooses it may operate schools 
just as they are. Experience shows, 
however, that such boards, in due 
course, find ways and means of 
improving services, especially at 
the high school level. We would 
expect to find in a few years a 
more diversified high school pro¬ 
gram, including vocational op¬ 
tions available to all the pupils in 
the area. 

Most school divisions have found 
it profitable and conducive to bet¬ 
ter upkeep of and service in school 
buildings to have under full time 
employment a competent combin¬ 
ation repair man, mechanic and 
painter. Such might be feasible in 
the proposed division.

No man could be held in 
higher esteem by his fellow citi- | 
zens than was John Duncan and 
his former pupils now living in 
Swan River (and they are many) 
still declare he was the best prin¬ 
cipal the school ever had, main¬ 
taining the respect and good-will 
of the pupils. 

What has been known as the 
new school will henceforth be 
known as the “Taylor School” in 
memory of R. G. Taylor, another 
of Swan River's outstanding citi- | 
zens of the early years and one j 
of the pioneer teachers in Swan 
River. Mr. Taylor was principal 
of Swan River school from 1901 
to 1904. When the $20,000 de¬ 
bentures were issued for the erec¬ 
tion of what has been known as 
the old school in 1911, he was 
serving the Swan River Union 
School District as chairman of the 
school board.
